The pretext wh'ch the home government uige 
for the alteration, is alleged to be the difficulty 
of communicating with the Peking legation, 
especially dusing the.winter‘months. ‘Che true 
reason we stispect js, the secret. disapprobation 
of, the anti-English propensities of Sir F. 
Bruce, andthe feeling thet he has violated the. 
principles .so carofully laid down and: legisla- 
for by. Earl Oltrendon. : . 

‘The duties of the Minister ai Peking willthen 
be confined to diplomatic affairs ‘only, which 
will afford Sir ¥.. Bruce, or Mr. Wade, bat 
small scope for their peculiar. propensities. 

Under such circumstances tha salary of 
£11,000. per-annum will scarcely be continued 
with the duties of minister plenipotentiary 
and superintendent of trade divided, and it 
id just’ possible that Sir K. Bruce may not 
like his salary docked, and that the meaning 
of his present feave of absence is his retirement 
altogether. - In that case Mi. Wade may pro- 
bably succeed as Minister, Sir H. Parkes 
being the Consul. General. ; Such a positiop 
would solve, or rather dissolve; the pernicious‘ 
influence of tha ‘Bruce-Wade clique. 

We hope that matters toay thus eventuale, 
Sir Harry Parkes’ idéas on Chinése politics 
differ materially from, those of Sir F. Bruce 
or-Mr, Wade, and ‘we consider them most 
correct. and comprehensive. - Sir, Rutherford 
Alcock fully agrees with Sir. Hs Parkes, and. 
we kuow ‘that- both these functionaries have 
been Fopeatedly consulted by Kart Russell. 
The Harlof Clarendon bes nowjoined the present 
winistry; und he ‘will surely wince at seeing 
tlie code, of regulations for the government of 
British subjects and affairs in China, which ‘be 
took such pains to frame, set at naught and ab- 
solutely violated,as is the habit of Sir ¥. Bruce 
and Mr. Wade, more especialiy when the Burl. 
finds that the opinions of euch authorities 
as Sir R. Alcock, and Sir H. Parkes, entirely 
coincide with their adaptability and geneva! 
principles. . ‘ ghee 

It is a sad pity that the Shanghai Chambdr 
of Commerce srite such miserable reports and 
desi tebe, ‘hey-will not bear .the smallest 
ci sation with the reports and despatches of 


the Uongkong Chamber, the last report of 


which was really. admirable. 

Wa must say that the merchants hayé con 
dusted themselves with much dignity ‘in rela 
tion to the unwearrantable attacks. which.the 
British officers in China have so wantonly mada 
upon them. ‘The -exposure of Mr. Lay’s un- 
sorupulous rascality will tend to open the eyes 
of H. M. Ministers, nnd we really hope. that 
an amelioration of the existing objectionable 
state of affairs at Peking will occur at’ no dis 
tant date. :

‘One of the evils with which the authori- 
ties of this colony have bad the greatest diffi- 
oulty in grappling is highway robbery 
on the hills. This species of robbery is gener- 
ally attended with violence, in many cases 
death huving resulted. Gouerally speaking 
posse of police are sent to xcour the: hills im- 
mediately atter one of these aecurrences, but 
asthe robbers can climb much better thin the 
constables, it is evident that the proceeding is 
a more absurdity woless the police are either 
allowed to have dogs or tu fire their inuskets— 
doth of which are strictly egal. 

A case was.reported in our coluumns yesler- 
bday to which we would call espevial “atten- 
tio.One of these [sill robberies had beun cont 
mitted between ~ Wanchai and Aberdeen. 
Thera was''a degiee of daring impudence 
about the affair, which displays the dact that 
the robbers were old hands. “"Pheir victims 
were on the way. to Aberdeen, where dwelis 
John Lamont the Shipwright, a man who Js 
nob to be played with, and who under the 
creumstances would have eturted a posse thut 
would be litle likely to stand on triffes with 
a feetlooted thivt, “ This idea bad clearly 
struck the highwayimen in the’exse before us, 
and they consequently sought to avoid it. 
‘The riscals consequently: made their victims 
return to Wan-chai. see 

The Exvopean policanvan in charge there 
hearing of the cuse. touk measures to effect 
the apprehetsion of the highwaymen. His 
name is Webb, ‘and rently .he deserves great 
créditgfor his management; address, -and ze: 
He: started a decoy duck and lay by witha 
posse. The bait took ard-he had the whole 
gang of flighwaymen in full cry—but what 
could he do? Wis party were shod und had 
to carry. their arms; the thieves ware bare- 
footed: aud unincambered, and naturally out- 
van them. Webb at last in’ desperation fired 
at one fellaw aud felled him—in doing this 
he broke the ‘law: and Jaid' himself open to 
serious responsibility. . 

Now what nonsense this is 10 be sure——had 
Webb had a good, Newfoundland -dog; be 
could. assuredly have crught the whole of these 
highwaytnen, It is surprising what a dog 
can do on such occasions—he has only to 
hing the fugitive to-a stand fur u minute and 
the capture is perfect, when the dog is all 
ready for. the next.. We have seen’. this 
plan tried with great success, und we would 
strongly. recommendit, Atall-events the public 
should insist on the government doing. some- 
thing effective in the matter—under such cir- 
cumstances if a fugitive thief will not obey the 
hail of a policeman. hte -sliould - stand the 
chance of being shot. It is absurd tu on- 
courage him to run until the band of « police- 
man shall be of bim. Hed Webb not brought 
down this ‘bief the whole gang would lave 
escaped and would then lave been . confirmed 
in the notion that the law gould ‘not’ touch 
thom iinless they were cuught in the vom mis- 
sion of a crime, that their numbers made 
them safe. in the .perpetration of highivay 
robbery, their heels saving tLem,. should tho 
police appear.

Ar the Police Magistrates Court yesterday, 
a Chinaman culling himeelf:‘Tan ‘fone, and 
well known as a teacher of Chiuese, was placed 
in the duck ona charge of stealing a gold 
watch afid clidin valua $250. 

The circumstances of the dase ave us follow, 
Captain Joseph Mooney ‘who is staying at 
Messrs. Bowra’ & Co.’s in the Queen's Koad; 
left the house shortly before nine ‘o,clock on, 
Wednesday evening and was absent about an 
hour. On leaving the rooin le saw his watch 
and chuin lying on the table, but inimediately 
on his yeturn became ‘aware that they had 
been removed. “He called up. the boys and 
coulies. enquiring who had been in that apart- 
ment during his temporary absence, and was 
informed by them that Mr. Morgan, who is’ 
a clerk to Messrs. Bowra & Co. had been in 
the room in company with @ Chinaman, but 
thut they had'stayed but’ a short time. Mr. 
Morgun was enquired for, and_he stated that he 
bad been with a chinutnan in the room fora short 
time whilehe.wrote a note, but,that the China- 
man wes, bis teacher and he. was’ satistied 
of his honesty and that xo charye of theft could: 
ba substantiated against.the defendunt.. Cap- 
tain Mooney then wont tothe Police Station to 
give information of the robbery, aud offered 
$100 reward for the recovary. of the watel 
and chain. It being. sscerliined that the 

efendant wis also teacher. to svine geutle- 
men at, the Court House, application was 
nade: to them respecting: the churacter of 
the’ cuspected individual, which wie .stated 
by his pupils.to be irreprodeliable, one-of them 
saying that the: accused ‘ was hivtly recom. 
wended: by. Dri Legge by whom he bad beén 
educated, All: this, however did not satisfy 
either Captuin Mooney: or the police, for suie 
tewbers “of the latter had some slight ac- 
quaintince with fehTong, consequently: a 
shurp look out’ wis kept for him ; they, pro- 
ceeded to bis residence: whers they. were re-- 
fusad admittance by his father; a constable 
was on board euch of the steamers Jeaving the’ 
herborr yesterday;-but nothing . was sean of 
hit, until eleven o'clock in the morning, at 
which ‘ting, while! taking’s.walk Le was ac- 
costed by one of the Police Lokongs, to, whom, 
taking‘ the watch and chain from his girdle, 
he offered them as a “ cumshaw” to be permit- 
ted-to escape. ‘The Lokonge however prefer- 
red tuking buth man and property to the 
Central Station. i 

VehToug was therefore brought as a. prison- 
er before Alr. Whyte, to. whom, most of the 
above facta ware:deposed toby three witnesses 
namely, Josh, Moaney, ‘Thomas .'Morgan ‘and 
thé Lokong. The defence'he made was,that he 
took the watch for a joke, intending to return 
it‘on the following day.

EXTRACTS’ 


Federalism in America. 


«The New Emperor of Mesico.—Fortanately for 
Europe the disciples of America had not succeeded 
in converting her to theit idol worship: before tho 
idol fell w pieces. The New World has been less 
happy; ithas not only been alflicted and disturbed 
hy the crimiual ambition and selfish polioy of the 
Union, but it has been led by a fictitious prospority 
and n pernicious example into exrors which have 
well nigh proved its utter ruin. Nowhere 
the influence of the United: States, whether exer- 
vised by way of open ‘aggression or insidions ¢ 
ample Df ker weizhbour-that Mesico was ioduced 
to throw off the yoke-of Spain. We nvust confers 
that the Spanish, Government was as’ bad as a 
sane andsettled Governincut well could be; _butit 
Sa better thon the political madness aud military 
avarehy that have euccesded it, and ever since her 
emancipation the sacial and economical state of 
Mexico has constantly retrograded. Her people 
havo never been 60 lmppy. waver so rich, never so 
scoure, as-they were under the stupid, repressive, 
tuizerable misgorernme:st of the Spanish Viceroys. 
Had they followed the example of Brazil, and es- 
tablished « monarcby under an European Prince, 
they mighthave fared very differently. But no 


_enuntry in the world was Tees fitted te becuine a 


Federal Republic. The Spanish race is not suited 
hy nature for Republicanism—hardly even for 
constitutional Monarchy.> It can be loyal to a 
monareh—it knows not. chow to be loyal tu the 
jaw; and. Republicanistn means. for Spaniards 
only an incessant atruggle of military chiefs for 
supreme power. The Mexicans were in this res- 
pecs worse off than other Spaniards. No Mexi- 
van horn had ever been allowed to hold any sort 
of office, all colonial posts being rexerved fur _na- 
tives of the mother country. And even these 
Creoles, excluded as they wero from all political 
experience, were morally, intellectually, socially, 
and physically the aristucracy of Mexico; a mino- 
rity aaeng a population of Indiaus und half. 
castes: How could a Republic be formed of such 
materials? And, when s united Republic had 
once been. created, il agit worked, what was it 
but simple political insanity to break ap a nation 

ich, if not bomogencous. had yet'ne local sub- 
on of races, and whose essential difficulty 
was the weakness of the Qettral Government. 
into # eerics uf artifical States united only bya 
Federal tiv? Nothing but the example of the 
United States. most ignorantly and perversely 
opplied, ceuld have jed the Mexicana into eo 
stupid and fatal an error, The evil work which 
had been begun by the example of their neigh: 
bour was continued by his wanton aggressions, 
and perpetuated by. bis insolent interference. 
Looking on Mexic as their destined prey the 
‘Americans ware nut ill pleased’ to witaess 
the anarchy which ight at any momont’ af- 
ford them an’ excuse for interference; they were 
dotermined that no Eurupean intervention, no 
jnternal revolution, should give Mezico @ strong 
and solid Goverament. Their own folly, and the 
ovecthrow of mischievous and meddlesome Union. 
afforded Mexieo a chance of redemption; and the 
interference of France ‘aad the. resolution with 
which her Emperor persisted in his caurse, des- 
pite the treachery of the English Government. 
tho timidity of Spain, and the vexatious opposi- 
tion of domestic factiensin, Paris, have made of 
that chance a reality. To-day the departure of 
the Emperor Maximilian for bis new dominions 
inaugurates, as we hope and believe, the career of 
Mexico as: one of the richest, happiest, nud niost 
progressive countrica on earth. No country in tho 
world isso gifted, by nature. First, us to situation; 
she lies between the two oceans, and has exvel- 
lent ports oneach. So have the United States: 
but between the Atlantic ports avd San Fran- 
cisco lies a vast tract of country and ap ulmcst 
impassable desert; the distance between the op- 
posite shores. of Mexica is not great, ond may 
easly be made, hy a system of railway communi- 
cation, a praticable, eusy, and popular route be- 
tween Europe and Eastern Asia.” Next, ax to 
climate ; dhe graduul rise of the land from the se- 
coast t the center gives ber every-varioty, from 
that of the tropics to that of the.temperate one a 
and her seagirt pusition relieves her from the 
worat consequences Loth .of extreme heat and 
cold. A bealtbir land is uot ta . be found; nor is 
there one which, like Mexico, contains within it- 
nelf regions capable of producing everything that 
commerce can desire or. tliat can contribute to 
the confort and, wealth of her inbnbitants.- ‘Tea 
and coffee, sugar and spices, wine, oranges, fizs, 
nnd peaches, wheat and barley, sheep and cuttle, 
Mexico can produeo oot ouly tor horself but fur 
exportation in quantities limited only by the Ia. 
hour ‘and capital she ‘can command, Sho offer, 
covery attraction to inmigrunt, every allurement 
to capitalists, exept ono. Nothing but the want 
ofa Government bas hitherto retarded her progress 
and turned from ber shores the tide of European 
labour and cupital in search of employment ; 
uotbing but there are luckixg'to make. ber the 
richesb couatey ia the world, aud nothiig: bat 
security for life and property ix needed to give 
her these.. That. security the Emperor Muaxi- 
milian bringsher. Noone doubts either the wis- 
dom or the virtue.of her new Prinee. He ia not. 
too young to’ havo. outlived the-impetousity and 
self will of youth; he ia notan inexperienced boy 
like the late and the present Kingeof Italy. He 
is young enough to give his subjects the hope that 
ere the end of his reign ho may have secured 


* them against all but the ordinary perils which 


theenten every country, and which ordinary prad- 
ence and honesty may avert; he may reasonably 
hope to hold the, helm of the State until he bas 
ateered’tho vessel iito open waters, and to leuve 
her with favouring gales and every prospect of n 
happy and succesful voyage. Ho'is a Prince of 
winning manners and high personal character, res- 
pected everywhore, loved by his countrymen. and 
alone among bis countrymen, not lated. by hia 
‘brother's Venetian subjects. Hetis believed to be. 
what few monarchs aro a wise, high-minded. and 
far-seeing statesman ; he is connected by family 
ties with the most universally respected of Princes, 
swhose personal gualitie have madebim, though 
the Sovereign of one of her smallest and weakest 
kingdoms, one‘ of the chief counsellors and arbiters 
of Burope.. England bears him goudwill for his 
wife's sake and for his. own; he is the choice and 
the protege of Franco; a French army will sur- 
syound and . support bis throne, and assist him 
in putting down‘ those Juwless bands of militery 
robbers who have -so long-rulod, plundered, nod 
improverished Mexico, and who are now hunted 
to their. last and re.ndie-t asylums in her cast 
accesible districts, If be will butbave the wisdoa 
and the’ -firminesa to distrust and‘ decline the 
proffered friendship of that treacherous and un- 
principled Government which has always been the 
bitter enemy of Mexico, he may defy its hostility 
and salufely conduct his people atleast into those 
paihg ot peace, honesty, and iodustry whiob Jead 
towards that bigh fortune and prosperity which 
vature has clearly intended for them.— Herald. 


The ‘Conflict at Duppel. 


—The reports which reach ‘us daily from 
Senderborg tell. only . too plainly what rous: at 
no’ distant date be the result of the Prussian ope- 
ration before Duppel. These are not days. if ever 
there were such, when the combination of valour 
and fortitude in ajust cause is sufficientto ensure 
success ; and it is casy to see that if the conflict 
continues the over-mutched Danca must before 
long loge. the position they bave hitherto so wor- 
thily defended. From the time that Marshal 
Wrangel began to press the siege of Duppelin 
regular form the end bas been seer to be inevita- 
ble,” although its date is still uucertain, The 
German trenches are creeping slowly aud surely 
towards the forts and sedoubts on Duppel Hill 
amid 9 strom of shot which the Danish gunners 
vainly, direct upon the advancing foe. Thesupe- 
rior numbers and’ Prussians, joined to the ordi- 
nary advantage of the attack over the defence, 
are tilling upon the Danieh position. Our Sp 
cial Correspondent, writing from the ecenc of 
conflict, romarks:— Extreme: fatigue begins to 
weuken the gallant army of Denmark, Officers 
and men have been without rest for many days. 
They are etill resslved upon fighting to the last 
if so ordered, But Europe must not expeot too 
much," Let it be remembered that for two months 
fifteen thousand Danes, ill-armed as compared 
with the Germane, have heJd their ground by 
mere bravery against five times that number of 
the enemy. During that time they have done 
such wonder as gre only accomplished by men 
who feel they are fighting for country abd home: 
Dut, xs before at the Dannowirke. ihey are ox- 

asted b; Their 
artillery is not’ suffciently powerful to silence 
“the formidable rifle guas of the Prugsians,and 
‘they themselves ara not strong enough to aslly 
out and breaching batteries of the enemy. All. 
that ja left for them is qnietly to received the 
murderous fire of their assailanta until the latter 
shall at tempt to storm their works, and this 
possibly restore to valour once more, and for's 
moment, that decisive superiority which the pro- 
gress of the military art tends more and more 
to give (6 science and material resources. - We 
were told early in the week that the hesiezers 
bad opened fire from their: third parallel: it is 
now statedthat on Wednesday night four compa- 
nies of Prassian infantry ‘drove the Davish out- 


post behind their worke, within a hundred yards 
Po which the hesiegers entranched theraselves, [tis 
thus very plainthat the ecriticalimoment will not. 
ba much longer delayed, Tt, agreed on all hands 
that the attempt to storey Duppal will eause a 
sea of blood to flow. “‘The-Danish anny; thongh 
small defends 8 linc not more. than a mile aud 
a quarter Jong; but that Marshal Wrangel will 
lavish life’ in the endeavour to take the position 
jg certain to be expected. “Hitherto his army has 
not sone by conspicuous valour, bis greatest 
zdvantages having been duo. to the superiority of 
his artillery. The credid of. Prarsia in Europe, 
the protensions of Prussia in Germuny, and ths 
statu fwhich the Prussia Government secks to 
givefto the military class in socinty end in the 
State, are all at stake in this conflict. The 
Prussians battalions will ‘therefore be hurled 
with relentless impetuosity agaiuts. the redouble 
at ‘Duppel. Bat it does not, follow that the men 
will share the, ardour of their communder,, or 
take account of the necessities and enter into the 
feelings of their Govenment. When the oriticul 
momentieumes, and the Prassiun storming columus 
have to advaneo, unaided by tho artillery which 
has hitherte been so effective, the Danes will no 
doubt give xs good an atcount of then as they 
did on Easter Monday. Still we oannot be sure 
of the result. While, however, the aontest isatill 
impending, we may ‘ask once more why it should 
take place?’ We krfow how the armistice, which 
tmuat be one of the fst works of the Conference, 
has been averted. The Uonference was to have 
been opened last .Tuesday. | The Danish Ple- 
niplotentiaries bavo been. waiting here a week. 
England and Franco were ready, but the Aus~ 
trians aad Prussians dermauded ‘delay. Io defor- 
ence to German requirements. We fad given ip, 
‘nd mude the Danes give up. also, tho negotia~ 


We thus left it open to any of the parties to re- 
commend a departure from the Treaty of London, 
deny the rights of King Christians, and advocate 
the pretentions ofPrinee Frederick of Augusten- 
burg. Itmighthave been supposed that, after 
this. Austria aud Poussia would have been pre- 
pared ut ouce to take their places in the Confor- 
ence. But excuses were mado it was said that 
the Federal Diet had not bad time to consider the 
communication by which it had been invited to 
send a represeatative to the Conference.

The objection to the day named ori- 
sinated with the Pru:sa1 Government. and was 
founded on its desire to obtiin for Marshal Wran- 
gel another week in which to prosecute the 
Bloody work, and snatch if possible a little much- 
needed renown. - The German demands were con- 
ceded by our Government asuaual, and the mest- 
ing of the Conference’ was postponed from the 
12th to the 20:h instant... That the delay was not 
necessary iv further ehowa by what hus taken 
place at Frankfort. The day before yesterday the 
Federal Diet met, and agreed to send a repreven- 
tative to -the Conference, and -appointed Buron 
Beust its plenipotentiary ut that assembly, . Thus 
all the Powers have nomismited their Ninisters ito 
the Conference, all betriers in tho form of terms of 
admidsion: or basis of negotiations hive been 
thrown'down, and nothing bat the delay obtived 
on false pretences by Auetrin and Prassia hinders 
the conclasivn of an armistice. Now, however, 
that «fairs have zeached thiv point, the Prussiuos 
bave to exouse which will avail in the Court of 
Furopean opinion for carrying on tho was aa0- 
ther minute, and overy mar, whether Dano or 
Gerinau, who may fall by Marshal Wranger’ or- 
ders will be the victim of o fell. nourderous 
intent, Wa simply mark this fact for future uso 
in-dedling with the Prussian Government, boing, 
of course. aware that, in showing how flagrant 
M. Bismark is outrag tho moral sense of, 
mankind, we only heighton the triumphs in 
which be and his inaster delight, and innocent 
‘of the folly of supposing either ‘of them -nccessible 
to the vuice of reason and justica when it epsaks 
in tones less authoritative than’ those of rifled 
cunnon.—Daily News.
